Local financial affairs have seldom been a 


condition requiring of banks more ytzorous ef- 


forts to supply the legitimate business demand. 
This condition of the money market is all the 


more embarrassing as the general opinion has | $5 to 


becn that during February the money market 
would be working easy. It is barely possible that 
such may be the case, although the indications 


are now well calculated to lead to a very differ- | 


ent conclusion. 

The demand for discounts for several days has 
been unusually active and urgent, and notwith- 
etanding the banks and private lenders have ex- 


hausted every possible accommodation, the availl- | 
able funds have been below the requirements of | 


first-class borrowers. The rates of interest are 
quoted at 9@12 per cent. at the banks and dank- 
ing-houses, but in the outside market borrowers 
willingly submit to mucb higher figures. 

This condition of monetary affairs indicates 
great business activity, and very clearly demon-
